Stan, who is famous for his comical 
impersonations, has really come up with 
a corker this time with his version of 
the Lawrence Welk Show. The waxing 
has pleased both young and old alike 
and its tremendous popularity has 
zoomed it high up on the list of hits 
with just about everyone. Stan, refer- 
red to as the comedian of the music 
world has stood out brightly with re- 
cordings ever since his first release 
back in 1951, when “John and Marsha” 
eame out on Capitol. His first effort 
was successful as “John and Marsha” 
hit the half-million mark, and he im- 
mediately followed it up with “I’ve Got 
You Under My Skin” which left folks 
laughing for months.

The Bandstand Show, which took top 
rating for its time period in an ARB 
survey, takes top honors for “breaking” 
many of the country’s biggest hits, and 
in and around the Baltimore area, 
channel 13 really lives up to its title 
of “Your Star-Bright Station”. 
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The Everly Brothers thrilled Buddy Deane's teenage guests when they made 
their appearance on the show. It turned out to be an exciting afternoon. 
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There are many things that are syn- 
onymous with Boston, Massachusetts. 
Some people call it “the home of the 
bean and the cod”, while others have 
dubbed the Hub as “the cradle of Lib- 
erty”. Such events as the ride of Paul 
Revere, the Boston Tea Party, and the 
Battle of Bunker Hill have given the 
city an air of Americana but today, an- 
other page of history is being made a- 
round Liberty land and it’s in the field 
of music.

It all started with Yale University, 
where as an under-graduate, Joe took 
a shot at sportscasting. While calling 
the plays, his talents were developed to 
such an extent that upon graduation 
from Yale University in 1950, Mr. 
Smith began his now fabulous career 
in Petersburg, Virginia. From Va., Joe 
moved to Johnstown, Pennsylvania. 
Here called upon to fill the vacant spot 
of a deejay who had relocated, Mrs. 
Smith’s boy did such a successful job, 
that a supposedly two week affair de- 
veloped into a three year stay. During 
these years, Joe established himself as 
ene of Western Pennsylvania’s most 
popular radio and television emcees.

The age of discovery 
once again gave way, and WDVA came 
up with the biggest find since Anthony 
stumbled over Cleopatra. Once com- 
fortably settled, Joe proceeded to set 
the pace as one of Boston’s finest dee- 
jays and in Gillette Safety Razor’s an- 
nual popularity poll the name of Joe 
Smith was the lad who was chosen as 
the number “one music-maker in and 
around ’ole Boston town! 


A solid first with the teenagers, Joe’s 
show has shared many moments with 
numerous stars. Rockin’ Chuck Berry 
has hit WVDA’s air waves as well as 
Jimmy Bowen, the G-Clefs, and the 
3-D’s. Miss Jodi Sands has passed the 
time of day with “Mr. WVDA”, and not 
to be over-looked are Randy Starr, Dale 
Hawkins, and The Clovers! All these 
and many more of the tops in tune- 
time talent have shared Joe’s musical 
microphone with him. 


The Smith record sessions are con- 
sidered to be among the finest in and 
around the Beantown area and Joe’s 
daily fan mail bears the postmarks of 
many cities throughout the country.

There are good things in store for al] 
es hepsters who like a good dancing 

eat. Billy Vaughn, a slick man with 
one of the better dance bands in the 
land, has found the sound with his new 
Dot release entitled “Raunchy”. The 
tune, also recorded by Ernie Freeman 
and its composer Bill Justis, shows ev- 
ery sign of being as big, if not bigger, 
than Bill Doggett’s hit, “Honky Tonk”, 
Billy a veteran of the music world for 
about five years now, seems to have the 
combination for many years of hit rec-

Yet, Jimmy might never have made 
music his career if an Italian professor 
of music hadn’t needed a shave and a 
haircut! It all happened in Auburn, 
N.Y., where 8-year-old Jimmy (born 
Giacomo Luigi Caruana of New York 
City’s East Side), his mother, father and 
six brothers and sisters had moved in 
the hectic days following World War I. 
The most popular barber in the grape- 
rich Finger Lakes district of New York 
State, Jimmy’s father nursed one am- 
bition — for his son, Giacomo, to be- 
come a musician. 

But money was scarce in those days 
and lessons seemed out of the question. 
Then one day a music professor from 
Rome turned up in Auburn to lead the 
city’s Italian band. Barber Caruana lov- 
ed music. Professor Nicosea was badly 
in need of a haircut and a shave. The 
result was a deal whereby the Pro- 
fessor would give young Giacomo les- 
sons in return for haircuts and shaves 
on the house. 

Jimmie studied his music well. At the 
age of 10 he was playing hot solos on 
the clarinet with Mike Almerto’s jazz

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band. While still in high school, Jimmy 
organized his own band and played at 
local amusement parks and for college 
dances at nearby Cornell, Colgate and 
Syracuse. His first attempt at arrang- 
ing was when he transcribed Jimmy 
Dorsey’s alto sax: part from Paul White- 
man’s recording of “Sensation Stomp” 
He was not content with the clarinet 
alone, but soon became expert on the 
trumpet, the piano and the sax. His 
sizzling alto sax riffs on “The Lady Is 
You” and the flip side, “Again” are all 
the more sensational because prior to 
cutting the record, Jimmy hadn’t touch- 
ed a sax in five years! 


After attending Eastman School of 
Music in Rochester, with such future 
celebrities as Mitch Miller and Goddard 
Lieberson (currently Columbia Records 
chief), Jimmy headed for New York. 
There he soon found work doing ar- 
rangements for the Ford radio shows 
as well as Hal Kemp, Vaughn Monroe 
and Harry James. Later, he played sax 
and did arrangements at. New York’s 
Hotel Astor and joined Decca Records 
as an arranger. His rep for unusual 
and exciting orchestral sounds kept 
growing until top celebrities and band- 
leaders were after him to do arrange- 
ments for them. 


Not long ago, Jimmy turned down 
the offer of a job as A&R director of 
one of the nation’s biggest record com- 
panies. “I wanted to devote more time 
to composing,” explains Jimmy Carroll. 
“Strangely enough, it only takes a few 
minutes to dream up the basic notes for 
a song — but it takes many hours to 
arrange it. I’d like to concentrate on 
actually creating the melodies for a- 
while.”

Prodigies come and go in this world.
